Roms, Apri! 1.—The tenor of Baron 
Fava’s mote to Blaine is that what 
Italy asked and still asks, is the Fed- 
eral government’s guarantee * that 
regular legal proceedings will be taken 
against the culprits in the New Or- 
leans Iynching; tbat the Federal 
Government will admit in principle 
its obligation to pay an idemnity to 
the families of the victims. 

The note adds: Italy cannot and 
is not called upon to discuss American 
institutes, but must urge upun the 
Federal government the observance 
of the principle. of international law. 
Italy hopes the Federal government 
will appreciaté the obligations incum- 
bent upon it as a government of a 
civilized country to accede to Italy’s 
just demands. If this should not ‘be 
the case the Kirg’s Minister must, by 
order of his government, declare he 
quits the post where his legitimate 
action as the King’s representative 
has proved inefficacious. 

It is believed that unless Fava re- 
ceives a favorable reply within a week 
he will leave Washington for this city. 


The Associated Press correspendent 
here pursued thedispatches exchanged 
between the government of Italy and 
the government of the United States 
in regard to the New Orleans lynch- 
ings. The substance of them is that 
Italy asked in main that a fair legal 
process should be instituted against 
the culprits, regarding them as com- 
mon assassins. 
for idemnity for the families of the 
men killed in New Orleans by the 
mob. « 


To these requests the United States 
authorities at Washington answered 
that the constitution of the United 
States gave but limited power to the 
Federal government in regard to in- 
terference with the various States of 
tte Dnion, but the United States gov- 
‘ernment adiraed good intentions in 
~ the matter. The answer from Wash- 
ington being ‘regarded as unsatisfac- 
tory, Italy instructed Baron Fava on 
March 27th to’ ‘press the two original 
‘demands made upon the United mate 
‘government, and in ‘the event. “of 
failing to obtain satisfaction, to eas 
. Washington en conge, after consign- 
ing the care of the Legation at Wash- 
ington t the care of the first secretary. 

Baron Fava reported his instractions 
had been carried out, and he declared 
that as Washington had not fultitied 
its duty as a civil government his pres- 
ene was unnecessary. at Washington. 
This act upon the part of Fava and his 
government is not regarded as a di- 
plomatic rupture. It is merely, the 
first step towards such a rupture. The 
United States Minister, Porter, yes- 
terday called to see the Italian Pre- 
inier, Di Rudini, who, however, was 
absént from hie office. Porter saw 
the Und r Secretary of the Foreign 
Office, ‘and “€xprefsed regret at che 
action taken. Porter admitted that 
‘here was reason and fairness on the 
d»inands of the Italian government, 
and promised they should be urged 
upon the United States government. 
Porter finally asked the Italian gov. 
ernment to wait until to-morrow, 
boping that a satisfactory answer 
would Le received from Washinton in 
reply to his United States Minister’s 
representations. Later in the day 
Baren Faya valied to his government 
that the latter’s note to the United 
States’ yovernifient had been pre- 
rented, aid that he was ready to leave 
Washington if within a reasonable 
time no wsatisfacio y answer was re- 
ceived | from the United Stales s govern:

Humbert, King of Italy, is the eld-

| Itaty und Prussia. On the outbreak 
| of hostilities he hastened to take the 
| field, obtained a command and took

| On April 22, 1868, he. married his 
| cousin at Turrin, the Princess Jeanne 
| Savoy, daughter of the Duke. Ferdi- 
| nand of Genoa, brother of King Vic- 
| tor Emanuel. 
_ the birth of a son at Naples Novem- | 
ber 11, 1869, who received the title of 
Prince of Naples. 

After the seizure of Rome by the 
Italian troops in 1870 Prince Humbert 
took up his residence there. He suc- 
ceeded to the throne on the death of 
his father, January 9, 1879. As he 
was entering Naples on November 17, 
1878, a man named Giovanni Passan- 
ute approached his carriage and at- 
tempted to assassinate him with a 
poniard, but the King escaped with a 
slight scratch.

The Clouds Are Lifting. 


Sigus of improved conditions 
are everywhere beginning to ap- 
pear. The depression that settled 
down so heavily upon the pegple 
three years ago ~will soon be a 
matter of history only. The mil- 
lions of farmers in the United 
States will date from 1891 a period 
of special prosperity and every 
branch of legitimate industry in 
this country will share measurably 
in the imyroved conditiens., 

The latest and-mMost reliable es- 
timates of the wheat yield in Eu- 
rope show a shortage for1891 of 
more than 100,000,000 bushels that 
will have to be made up from India 
and the United States. This coun- 
trv will be called upon to supply 
the bulk of that shortage. As a 
result prices must increase with the 
demand and market values, while 
not necessarily reaching extreme 
figures, will give a handsome mar- 
gin over the cost of production.

AN OLD GUN. 


A War-Time Outlaw’s Story Recalled by 
a Revolutionary Relic. 

It is more than six feet long—six feet 
seven inches. Pretty good length for 
And a shotgun at that! 

Standing in the corner of McQueen's 
restaurant on Decatur street is this old 
revolutionary relic, says the Atlanta 
Constitution. There is no such shotgun 
in Atlanta as that. It was purchased by 
Mr. Donald McQueen in Charleston, >. 
It was pretty well worn 
when he purchased it, having seen Serv 
ice in the revolutionary war. ; 

It was a fine gun in its day, finished 
with the finest of ‘flint and steel locks, 
and besides tue Tories that it had 
slain, deer, turkeys, squirrels and birds 
turned their tocs heavenward when the | 
old blunderbuss was brought to bear 

upon them. 

During the latt days of the late war 
there existed » rang of notorious outlaws 
in Robinson County, N. C., known as 
the “Lowry gang.” One of the mem- 
bers of this band of bushwhaekers was 
lienry Berry. He was as brave a5 & 
lion and as reckless as—well, he was an 
out-and-out free-booter, who regarded 
neither God nor man. 

Ile got. on a spree one night, and in 
his marauding around the country he 
came in contact with a party of sol- 
diers. He retreated at once to his 
stronghold, but carried with him this 
old gun, which he had pilfered from the 
McQueen homestead. Fearing that he 
would be overtaken and captured, he 
prepared to defend himself. Placing 
his foot on the hammer, he blew in the | 
muzzle of the gun to see if it was load- | 
ed. As a matter of course it was. Fif- | 
teen bluc whistlers went crushing | 
through Berry's skull and the country | 
was well rid of one dare*devil outlaw. 

The old eunhad nothing to do* with 
the next tragedy, but there was a close 
connection. between it and the case. A 
little tallow-faced fellow named Jim 
Donchoo read in the newspapers the 
offer of a reward for the capture of 
Steve Lowry, who became chief of the 
band of outlaws after Berry’sdeath. He 
tramped all the way from his plantation 
home in Alabama to North Carolina. 
The reward offered was six thousand | 
dollars. Donehoo learned of-the where- | 
abou‘ . of Lowry and effected the capt- 
ure «f the outlaw by deliberately shoot- 

him. Donehoo drew the reward

a thingwof the past, and Donehoo, the 
little Alabamian, purchased a farm in 
North Carolina with the money that 
was awarded him for killing Lowry. 
Ile settled down to lead a quiet and 
peaceable life. But he was not des- | 
tined to enjoy the fruits of his labor un- | 
interruptedly. 

Steve Lowry left a little boy, who 
was imbued with his father’s fearless 
and undaunted spirit. This boy, 
even though he was but a child at the 
time of the tragedy, swore to avenge | 
his father’s death. He endeavored to 
keep his word, but was unfortunate. | 

Donehoo was justified. He killed the | 
father, drew the rewardand killed the | 
son twenty years after in self-defense, | 
That is what the coroner's jury said. 


The old gun, which is only a link in 
the chain of circumstances that make 
up this strange story, is now a breech- 
loader, with several inches of the origi- 
nal barrel cut off. And it is still six feet

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LAWS OF NEVADA. 


®aseed at the Fifreenth Session 
ef the Nevada Legisiature, End- 
ing Mareh 19, 18901. 

The Gazetre continues to-day the 
publication of the laws enacted py the 
last Legislature. Those of only local 
character are given in brief synopsis, 
while any of general interest will be 


given in full: 
[Chapter LI. continued. | 

Sec. 11. In ascertaining, a 
and fixing the value of any railroa 
for taxation the Board shall consider, 
treat and assess it as an integral part 
of a complete, continuous and oper- 
ated line of railroad, and not as so 
much land covered by the ri¢ht of 
way merely, nor as s0 many miles of 
track consisting of iron rails, ties and 
couplings. ; 

Sec. [2 Ifthe owner of a railroad 
assessed by the State Board be dis- 
satisfied with the assessment made 
by the said Board, such owner may, 
at the meeting of the Board under the 
provisions of section four of this Act, 
between the fourth Monday in Sep- 
tember and the third Monday in Oc- 
tober, apply to the Board to have the 
same corrected in any particular, and 
the Board may correct and increase or 
lower the assessment made by it, so 
as to equalize the same with the as- 
sessment of other property in the 
State. Ifthe Board shall increase or 
lower any assessment previously made 
by it, it shall make a statement to the 
County Auditor of the county affected 
by the change in the assessment, of 
the change made, and the Auditor 
-hall note such change upon the as- 
sessment roll of the county, as di- 
rected by the Board. 

Sec.:13. The State Board shall 
prepare each year a book to be 
called ‘‘Record of Assesament of 
Railroads,”’ in which shall be entered 
each assessment made by the Board, 
either in writing or by both writing 
and printing. Each assessment eo 
entered shall be signed by the Chair- 
man and Clerk. The. revord of the 
apportionment of the assesssments 
made by the Board to the counties 
shall be made in a separate book, to be 
called ‘‘Record of Apportionment of 
Rai!road Assessments.’’ In such last 
described book shall be entered 
the name of the railroads assessed 
by the Board; the name of the 
corporation to which, or the name 
of the person or association to whom 
each railroad was assessed ; the whole 
number of miles of railroad in the 
State; the number of miles thereof in 
each county; the total assessment of 
the railroad and rolling stock for pur- 
poses of State and county taxation, 
and the amount of the apportionment 
of such total assessment to each 
county, for county taxation. These 
record books shall remain in the offices 

f the Board, and whenever required 
by any county the Clerk of the Board 
shall make and transmit certified 
copies of any assessmeut contained 
therein. 

Sec. 14. Every person served with 
a subpena who fails or neglects, with- 
out just excuse to obey it, and every 
officer who refuses to obey the rules 
and regulations prescribed by the 
Board, or to perform the duties pre- 
scribed therein, shall forfeit to the 
State five hundred dollars, to be re- 
covered by action in the fame of the 
Siate. 

Sec. 15. It shall be the duty of the 
Sheriffs of the several countiss, to 
make such service of papers as the 
Board may demand, and of the Dis- 
trict Attorneys to make any <deposi- 
tions required by the Board. ; 

Sec. 16. The actual necessary ex-

allowed and paid out of the State 
Treasury in like manner as other 
claims, except salaries, are allowed 
and paid. 

No member or officer of 
the Board shall receive any salary, 
fee, or other compensation for any 
duties or work done or performed by 
him as such member or officer. 

Sec. 18. The Board shall procure 
and use an official seal to be used in 
verification of its official acts, but no 
act shall be deemed invalid for lack of 
such verification.

THE LEHI SUGAR FACTORY. 


Money in Sugar Beet Culture in 
Utah. 

The Salt Lake 7ribune has the fol- 
lowing concerning the sugar factory at 
lehi: The roof of the factory is being 
| put on and the machinery is due here 
|in a short time, so that operations 
may start up in September. As beets 
cannot be grown all winter at this al- 
titude, the mill can run but ninety 
days, but it will run all night as well 
as day, turning out 70,000 pounds of 
sugar in twenty-four hours. The 
macerated beets are to be used for fat- 
tening cattle. Steam to ran the ina- 
chinery will be furnished by sixteen 
boilers, consuming fifty tons of coal 
aaily. The farmers are waking up to 
the profits of beet raising and threaten 
to go hammer and tongs at the busi- 
ness. Twenty tons of beets can be 
raised to the acre, and the profits on 
the same are said to be $60.
